“PLYING SCHOOL- 
MARM” ON WAY TO 
TOKYO 


Proud of her sobriquet “The Flying 
School-Marm,” iss Lilian . 
Coffey arrived here from America 
yesterday on the Paon-Amertcon Alr- 
ways flying boat Hongkong Clipper 
en route to To she wil! 
attend the Wor 
ence, Miss Coffey flew qll the way 
from Honolulu by Pan-American 
clipper ships, and did the first stare 
of her journey by steamer only be- 
cause sho could not get o seat in the 
plane! She will continue north by 
CN.A.C, plane to-morrow. 

“Representatives from all over the 
world will bo at the Conference and 
it will be an unrivalicd opportunity 
for. the exchange of op!nions and 
views on cducation,” sald- Miss 
Coffey yesterday, “The Conference 
should do much to better our under- 
slanding of oducationnl problems 
both national and international.” 

Miss Coffey's own work ia in New 
York, where she {s in charge of the 
education of foreigners and children 
with sub-normal Intelligence ratings. 
In the junior section of this school 
alone there ure over 600 teachers, 
and in the opinion of Miss Coffey 
the back of the problem has been 
broken, “The next big step to be 
undertaken,” she sald yesterday, ‘Is 
the problem of the children who ore 
just sub-normal but who are usually 
provided for in the normal schools. 
Most. of our children have an in- 
telligence quotient of below 75. It 
ds the children with a quotient of 
between 75 and 95 who help * to fill 
American gacls and create so much 
expense and worry." 

Finding Thelr Bent 

Among the children we deal with 
there Is extremely little dereneracy 
or erlme urge. All the pupils re- 
celvo individual tultion, and it is our 
nim not necessarily to make them 
normal but to prove to them, by 
stressing their capabilitics, that they 
are by no means helpless or useless. 
To do this the teachers guide the 
children Into the ficld of work for 
which they are) most suited, and 
usually this fs some practical voca- 
tion. Many of them when they have 
gained sufficient confidence become 
efficient in some Une and are uscful 
citizens despite the fact that | their 
intelligence is cqual to that of: a 
child and will not develop further,” 

Miss Coffey has flown over 20,000 
miles during her travels in the in- 
ferests of education during the past 
four years. “It helps a great deal,” 
she explained, ‘to visit various coun- 
tries and citics, not only to gain more 
Information and to propagate new 
methods, but also because when 
foreigners cume to cur school in New 
York and they know that the teacher 
has visited thelr home town the,' 
fain a great amount of confidence. 
Much of my travelling is by air be- 
cause of the time saving advantages 
of that form of travel.” 

The foreign element in America, 
especially in New York, is a great 
problem, said Miss Coffey. Many of 
the parents are iillterate, in which 
case the children are often mentally 
deficient, Miss Coffcy’s schools teach 
the parents to read and write and 
also care for thelr children and 
soclalise and Americanise them.

THE WAR ON 
TUBERCULOSIS 


In the iltuminating and help- 
ful address which he gave to 
members’ of 'the Rotary Club, 
Dr. Giles Hal} disputed the con- 
tention that tuberculosis is an 
economic problem, arguing that, 
if correct principles are follow- 
ed, schemes which are effective 
in the control of the disease 
can be adapted to communities 
at any economic level, Whilst 
this may be a strictly correct 
statement of the facts, it cannot 
be questioned that economic 
conditions which vompel thou- 
sands of people to live in un- 
hygienic and overcrowded tenec- 
ments must tend to produce the 
disease and to result in its 
spread. Dr. Hall, whilst con- 
scious of some of the dis- 
advantages of — institutional 
trentment, would like to’ see 
sanatoria provided where means 
are available, but ‘the showed 
that effective forms of isolation 
of sufferers can be devised and 
applied in the home. Such 
measures, of course, imply or- 
ganised effort in the way of 
health propaganda, with, a view 
to acquainting sufferers of the 
possibilities in this direction, 
Those acquainted with the 
human rabbit-warrens in this 
Colony, in which the masses live 
and have their being, may doubt 
whether any very effective in- 
roads are ‘to be made on the 
tuberculosis scourge by mothods 
which involve systematic volun- 
tary effort within the home. If 
funds do not permit of the pro- 
vision of a Government = sann- 
torium, there is no apparent 
reason why something along the 
lines of the Peiping tuberculosis 
clinic ‘should not be possible in 
Hongkong. Dr. Hall showed 
that for an expenditure of some 
$64,000, the Peiping Union 
Medical College operates this, 
the only anti-tuberculosis clinte 
in China. It is attached to the 
hospital, by whom the salaries 
of the professional staff are 
paid, all other costs being met 
from the endowment fund. 
There is here in Hongkong a fine 
opportunity for some public- 
‘spirited citizen, or body of 
citizens, to step into the breach. 
But, when all is said, a duty Hes 
on the Government to begin 
waging a definite war on 0 dis- 
ease which causes thousands of

Similarly to tell a man that 


at the end of a letter is calculat- 
ed to give him a feeling of in- 
feriority. Never run the risk 
of it ‘yourself—always type: 
your name as well as signing. . 

A business chief I know keeps 
his juniors in place by listening 
to them and then saying, “That's 
your opinion, is it?” Said 
rightly, this phrase gives tho 
impression that in any case it 
is of no consequence. Calling a . 
man “My boy” or “Young man” 
and patting him on the back is 
calculated to make his mental 
age about fifteen and puts you: 
on top. 

Nothing is calculated better 
to make a man feel inferior than 
to go on reading while he is 
talking or to hum a tune softly. 
Better still, go on writing so 
that he cannot possibly miss the 
fact that you consider one half 
of your brain sufficient to listen * 
to the whole of his. 

Become a_ specialist in the © 
science of ‘making the other man 
feel infcrior, and you will find 
there are many other devices be-.- 
sides these. Practise them care- 
fully and you will conceal that .

SEVERE MULCTING 


On the basis of figures supplicd 
by 184 voluntary hospitals out. of 800 
interested, the persons treated In 
hospitals during 1936 for Injurles.re- 
sulting from road accidents, totalled 
65,000. Of these, 24,000 were nds 
mitted to the wards and 41,000 to 
the out-patient departments. 


The total cost of this service was 
£238,000, towards which £128,000, 
or $4 per cent., was recovered. - 


Commenting on these figures, Slr 
Charles Harris, the hon. financial 
consultant to the Central Bureau of 
Hospital. Information, states: 


“The hospitals could scarcely be 
more severely mulcted if they had 
been found responsible, in at east 
the degree of contributory negligence, 
for the state of our roads.” 


Sir Charles, in hls review of hos~ 
pital finance, states that the Income 
turing 1935 of the whole of the hes~ 
pitals was £16,789,385, and the ex- 
penditure £15,646,329. Tho sur~ 
plus was £1,143,056 or £145,000 
more than in 1934, despite a growth 
of £500,000 in expenditure. 


While ‘the aggregate .of 692 sur- 
pluses rose by £214,000, . the 311 
deficits, an Increase of 52, rose by 
£69,000, “Thus,” he adds, “the

Lindsell’ on 
July 2 when he non-suited them in 
their claim against the United Bat- 
tery Service of 427, Queen’s Road 
West, and Oversea Battery Factory, 
8, Des Vocux. Road West. 

Mr. Machamara was instructed by 
Mr. S. N. Quinn. defendants not being 
represented. He sald the claim was 
agninst the first defendonts, but that

Imports In England in May were 
valued ate £83,131,125, aon increase 
of £260,227 on the April total and 
of £13,994,861 on Mny of Inst 
year. The total exports, includ-

May, 1936.

Very. excelient, 
élyiliséd peoples are we all, but 
under our hands ts being destroyed 
a heritage of lovelincss,

‘Land that has been gracious and 
boautiful for more yenrs than can 
easily be counted is belng dally 
desecrated by the speculative 
bullder, who Icaves behind him as 
the nasty record of his debauch a 
mass of pimply growths upon the 
face of England. 

Tfouses that were built without 
hurry in a perfect marringe of 
material snd environment, and 
have, with the passing of the 
years, become a Living part of the 
country in which they were built, 
are torn down.’

unnyvoldable one, since thirty-nine 
exquisite iMustrations of o Britain 
no lovely that there comes an un- 
bidden catch to the throat as we 
turn the pages, and five of the 


‘horrid confusion and squalor that 


unbridled private enterprise con 
produce, are o necessary and In- 
tegral part of it. : 

Mr. Clough Willlams-Ellis, who 
hos a reputation as an architect 
of distinction and as one who has 
shown in his own building deve- 
Jopment on a stretch of the Welsh 
coast that good taste and com- 
mercial success need not always 
tut each other's throats, is the 
Editor. nat 

He has gathered around him, in 
an effort to bestir the social con- 
scelence of Britain,“a team of con- 
tributors who write with authority 
—and with, what fs more rare, wit 
and chorm—on every aspect of 
the countryside problem.

Moreover, believing that in this 
case It Js not truc that good wine 
needs no bush, he has secured as 
sponsors ten grntlemen of repute 
and some public fame, whose views 
on many things are various.

That heresy Js “the view that 
the utilitarian and economic—one 
might almost say financial—tideal 
4s the sole respectable purpose of 
the community as a whole.” 

That herésy sits so firmly in the 
seats of Government now that we 
Have persunded ourselves or 
allowed ourselves to be persuaded, 
that it 1 positively wicked for the 
State to spend o halfpenny on 
non-economic purposes. Even 
education and public health only 
creep in under an economic alias 
on the ground that they “ pay.” 

“Wher,” writes Mr. Keynes, “2 
stretch of cliff, a reach of the 
Thames, a slope of down is sche- 
duled for destruction, it does not 
occur to the Prime Minister that 
the obvious remedy !s for the State 
to prohibit the outrege and pay 
just compensation, if any; that 
would be uncconomic.” : 

Instead, “he helps to administer 
a private charity fund nobly pro- 
vided by a foreigner to make such 
donations as may be required 
from time to time to prevent such 
things a3 Shakespenre’s Cliff being 
converted into cement.

Albert W. L, Chong,’ proprictor of 
the Wing Coffee Company, No. 119

Sanitary Inspector C, Strange, who 
prosecuted, sald that on June 2, 
Inspector Boyd entered defendant's 
shop and asked for 2% lb. of lard 
through hls interpreter, A sub- 
stance was handed to him by defen- 
dant, which was Inter found not to 
comply with the regulations. In- 
spector Boyd informed defendant that 
he was taking the substance for 
analysis, and defendant then said the 
substance was not lard but.

The onalysis revealed that the sub- 
stance contained 100 per cent.
